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Business Activity for the 4-week period ending Nov- 
ember 15 was up 9 per cent from the previous 4 weeks 
and was one per cent above the corresponding period in 
1957, but for the first 10 months of the year was 9 per cent 
below last year according to the New York Times activity 
index. 

Freight Car Loadings for the same 4-week period were 
down 3 per cent from the previous 4 weeks and from the 
corresponding period in 1957, and for the first 10 months 
of the year were 16 per cent below last year. 

Bank Debits outside of New York City were down 1 per 
cent in October from September but were 5 per cent above 
October 1957, and for the first 10 months of the year 
were only fractionally below last year. 


Total Personal Income dropped fractionally in October 
from September but was 2 per cent above October 1957, 
and for the first 10 months of the year was 1 per cent 
above last year. 


Industrial Production as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board index was up 3 per cent in October from 
September but was 2 per cent below October 1957, and 
for the first 10 months of the year was 9 per cent below 
last year. 

Bituminous Coal Production was up 9 per cent in Octo- 
ber from September but was 14 per cent below October 


1957, and for the first 10 months of the year was 22 per 
cent below last year. 


Steel Production for the 4-week period ending Novem- 
ber 15 was up 12 per cent from the previous 4 weeks but 
was 4 per cent below the corresponding period in 1957, and 
for the first 10 months of the year was 30 per cent below 
last year. The steel industry operated at 74 per cent of 
theoretical capacity in October. 

Retail Sales were up 6 per cent in October from Sep- 
tember and were 2 per cent above October 1957, but for 


the first 10 months of the year were 1 per cent below last 
year.

Personal Income was down fractionally in October from 
September but was 1 per cent above October 1957, and for 


the first 10 months of the year was fractionally above 
last year. 


Bank Debits in 16 cities were down 1 per cent in October 
from September, 1 per cent from October 1957, and 5 per 
cent for the first 10 months of the year.

Bituminous Coal Production was down 7 per cent in 
October from September, 31 per cent from October 1957, 
and 31 per cent for the first 10 months of the year. 


Retail Sales were up 8 per cent in October from Sep- 
tember but were 1 per cent below October 1957, and for 
the first 10 months of the year were 7 per cent below 
last year. 


Department Store Sales were up 8 per cent in October 
from September but were 3 per cent below October 1957, 


and for the first 10 months of the year were 1 per cent 
below last year. 


New Passenger Automobile Registration in 53 counties 
were up 6 per cent in October from September but were 
$2 per cent below October 1957, and for the first 10 months 
of the year were 32 per cent below last year. 


New Truck Registration in 50 counties were up 10 per 
cent in October from September but were 29 per cent 
below October 1957, and for the first 10 months of the 
year were 28 per cent below last year. 


Used Car Registrations were up 4 per cent in October 
from September but were 5 per cent below October 1957, 
and for the first 10 months of the year were 10 per cent 
below last year.

Department Store Sales were up 2 per cent in Oc- 
tober from September and 5 per cent from October 
1957, but for the first 10 months of the year were 
1 per cent below last year. 

Construction Activity as measured by the value 
of contracts awarded was up 3 per cent in October 
from September, 26 per cent from October 1957, and 
9 per cent for the first 10 months of the year. 

Commodity Prices at Wholesale dropped fraction- 
ally in October from September but were 1 per cent 
above October 1957, and for the first 10 months 
the year were 1 per cent above last year.

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COLUMBUS 


Both trade, service, and utilities employment and 
payrolls increased 1 per cent over September figures. 
Decreases occurred in all other categories for this 
period. Total employment was down 3 per cent 
and 11 per cent from the previous month and last 
year, respectively, while total payrolls declined 2 
per cent and 13 per cent from the same periods 
of comparison. Construction employment increased 
7 per cent, and construction payrolls increased 8 per 
cent from October 1957. 

October retail sales were up 7 per cent from Sep- 
tember and 1 per cent from sales of last year. 

Bank debits declined 3 per cent from the previous 
month, but increased 4 per cent from debits of 
October a year ago. 


DAYTON 


October total employment was 4 per cent lower 
than September and dropped 13 per cent from Octo- 
ber last year. Total payrolls were down 13 per cent 
from the previous month and 19 per cent from Octo- 
ber 1957. Largest decreases for the two periods of 
comparison occurred in manufacturing payrolls. 
Construction employment increased 1 per cent, and 
construction payrolls increased 6 per cent over 
September 1958. 

Retail sales were 12 per cent higher than sales 
in September and 9 per cent above sales of October 
last year. 

Consumption of industrial power dropped 14 per 
cent from the previous month and 3 per cent from 
year-ago figures. 


TOLEDO 


The decreases from September to October in 
manufacturing caused drops of 5 per cent in total 
employment and 10 per cent in total payrolls. Com- 
pared with last October, current employment was 
down 14 per cent, and current payrolls were down 
15 per cent. The only increases over 1957 employ- 
ment and payrolls occurred in construction. 

October bank debits were 8 per cent lower than 
September debits, but were 5 per cent greater than 
October debits last year. 

Industrial power consumption dropped 17 per 
cent in October from September and 8 per cent from 
October a year ago. Year-to-date consumption was 
5 per cent less than year-ago consumption. 


YOUNGSTOWN 


Manufacturing employment was 1 per cent higher 
in October than in September, but manufacturing 
payrolls were fractionally lower in October than 
in September. Declines from last October occurred 
in all categories but construction payrolls. Year-to- 
date construction figures were higher than both 
employment and payrolls last year. 

Retail sales in October were 9 per cent higher 
than September sales, but were 5 per cent lower 
than October sales in 1957. 

Bank debits in October were up fractionally over 
debits in September, but were down 5 per cent below 
debits in October last year. 
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Recent requests for comparative analysis of the diversi- 
fication of primary economic activity in Ohio counties 
have lead to the computations shown in the table below. 
These computations are based, necessarily, on compre- 
hensive labor force data from the 1950 Census, and in 
view of the variable trends in industrialization since 1950, 
especially in Franklin County, are presented as only 
approximate indications of how the 8 largest Ohio coun- 
ties might stand today with respect to economic diversifi- 
cation. 

A Measure of Economic Diversification 

The measure used here is the “index of economic diver- 
sification” developed by the writer and the late Dr. Sam 
Arnold of the Bureau staff to indicate the relative degree 
of economic diversification among the 15 most populous 
states in the United States (*) In the case of the states, 
the employment pattern of each state (percentage distri- 
bution by basic industry classifications) was measured 
against the employment pattern for the United States 
as a whole. In the present application, the employment

distribution in the state of Ohio, total, is taken as 100 in 
index form, and for each county the index is the total 
deviation (without regard to sign) of the county per cents 
of total from the state per cents of total, subtracted from 
100. If the employment pattern (percentage distribution) 
of a county is exactly the same as the total-Ohio per- 
centage distribution, the deviation would be zero for each 
of the major industry groups, and hence the absolute 
sum would be zero, and the index of economic diversifica- 
tion would be 100 for that county. 
Toledo-Area Highest in Economic Diversification 

As the table below shows, Toledo (Lucas County), with 
an index of 86.6, lead the 8 Ohio counties in economic 
diversification in 1950. The Cleveland, Canton, and Cin- 
cinnati areas also ranked high in their resemblance to the 
all-state pattern. Least diversified in 1950 was Columbus 
(Franklin County), but this was principally due to the 
lower-than-average industrialization of the Columbus area, 
a deficiency which has since been reduced to the extent, 
perhaps, of lowering the deviation in manufacturing em- 
ployment by one half or more. —James C. Yocum
